GOOD FORTUNE OF WHITNEY STABLE IN ENGLAND 



L 'lull'll. Eng.. Oclolier 22. — The Newmarket Second 
October meeting proved one of exeei'diugly good for- 
tune for II. I*. Whitney, signal achievements by 
Borrow, Whisk Broom and the Adam — Sallie of 
Navarre filly bringing tlie straightforward American 
stable its greatest measure of success since it began 
racing iu England. Borrow was the main instrument 
in this through winning the Clearwcll Stakes and 
the much more valuable Middle Park Plate. The 
net result when the meeting was over was that Mr. 
Whitney had been advanced to the eminence of 
third in England's list of winning owners of 1910. 
only Mr. Fairie and Lord Derby surpassing him in 
stable winnings. Borrow also became the leading 
two-year-old winner of the year, leading Cellini by 
alsiut $5,000. I'nlnekily. his engagements for next 
year are meager, being limited to the Payue Stakes 
at Newmarket. Whitsuntide Plate at Hurst Park aud 
St. George Stakes at Liverpool, lie was not nomi- 
nated to the Two Thousand. Derby or St. Leger. 
and. being a gelding, could not be started if he bad 
been. 

When lie won tlie Clearwcll Stakes on the first day 
of the meeting Borrow was thy favorite at 13 to 8. 
He carried 12s pounds and only won by a head from 
la-ril Falmouth's good filly, Invicta. which had up 
122 |KMinds. But when it came to tlie Middle Park 
Plate the wise heads scarcely gave Borrow a 
thought. By all it was -deemed a duel between I>. 
Met almont’s unlieatcii Sea forth aud I.eopoltT do 
Rothschild's Pietri. this general opinion being re- 
fleoled in the tietting. which at post time was 5 
to 4 against Seaforth, 11 to 8 Pietri. 100 to 12 King 
William. lOO to 6 Borrow and 20 to 1 Sandal. It 
was the presence of the two cracks that scared 
others out and reduced the field to five. When it 
came to thi* running. Sandal, on the stand side, 
dwelt slightly and Pietri dashed off in front of 
Seaforth. the pair being slightly in advance of Bor- 
row. with King William at their heels. Pietri held 
an advantage of about a length for a quarter of a 
mile, when Seaforth deprived him of the lead, the 
pair racing neck and neck in front of Borrow. Down 
Bushes Hill Borrow drew level with the two favor- 
ites. and in the Dip lie beaded Seaforth and. main- 
taining the advantage to the end. won a good race 
by a neck, while Pietri rt ached Seaforth iu the last 
few strides and dead-heated with hint for second 
place. King William was a close-up fourth and 
Sandal tailed off all the way last. Time. 1:18?. 
Borrow carried 123 pounds, while tlie dead-heaters 
each liad no 129. Tlie horses finished closely 
bunched, and Sea fort h s rider. RandalL claimed a 
foul on the ground of lairing iu and humping by 
thy winner, but it was overruled by the stewards. 
Tlie hackers of the two lieuten favorites were in- 
tensely chagrined over tlie unexpected outcome, and 
there is now a disposition to return to the former 
opinion which gave St. Nat the honor of tieing the 
best two-year-old of 1910. At the same time those 
who held that' Borrow could not stay six furlongs 
in good company now perceive the error of their 
wa y s. 

Lemberg will not lie raced any more this year and 
lias gone into retirement until next year’s racing 
arrives. 

Bavarilo's subscription is full at $1,525 for next 
season and he is tilling fast for 1912. He stands at 
the Maurou Stud. 

French breeders are showing a strong desire to 
avail themselves of tlie services of Sundridge and 
all subscriptions to this stallion have been taken to 
the end of the year 1914. M. Clieri-Halhronn lias 
certainly shown wisdom and foresight itt securing 
Ibis horse from J. B. Joel. A speedy horse was 
wanted at the stud in France. During recent years 
everything has Im'cii sacrificed for the sake of stam- 
ina and tin* power of endurance under heavy weights. 
The introduction of Sundridge. notwithstanding liis 
reputation of being a mere sprinter, will do much 
to rectify faults that liave been creeping into the 
system of the French stnd farms. The young Sttn- 
dridges bred in England have all earned the reputa- 
tion of lM-ing “flyers." and the alliance of their sire 
with the sturdy mares of France should have most 
satisfactory results 

Frank and Stanley Wootton are to lie seen riding 
over hurdles ou Epsom Downs almost every morning, 
and their sister. Stella, on a tiny Idaek pony not 
standing fourteen hands, follows them. She is 
probably the finest little horsewoman of her age 
in the country and tio jockey could shape lietter. 

From ninth place to third In the list of winning 
owners has boon the progress made iu one week by 
II. P. Whitney, due mainly to the prowess of his 
unsexcil* son of Hamburg and Forget, Borrow. More- 
over. it is quite probable that be will retain bis 
proud position, lie having at least as much chance 
of adding to liis stable winnings as his closest com- 
petitor. Lord ItoselNTy. L. Neumann and P. Xelke 
have each made substantial progress and witli the 
standard of admission raised to $15,000. the list of 
principal winners is now as follows:

rooting a winner home. When McCarren. Dwyer 
or Smith lost a good wager lie was perha|*s a 
trifle longer in taking liis field glasses down after 
viewing a finish- ainl there was a tightening of the 
muscles iu tlie jaws as though control cost an effort 
after all. smother It as he might. But with the 
other fellows there was no mistaking Imw they had 
fared. They generally urged the jockey or the 
horse liv name to come on. and when they lost their 
red laces were eloquent indexes of how their money 
had been staked. 

"Joint E. McDonald, who was killed in England 
a few years ygo. was a heavy player who exploded 
in a red hot finish, ami liis •come on. you Jimmy.’ 
when Jimmy Owens or Jimmy Mara was riding some 
particularly good thing in a steeplechase is re- 
membered ' by bis friends. Senator Reynolds, who 
was quite a stiff bettor a few years ago. is a noisy 
man at the finish and so is 'Big Tim' Sullivan, who 
has long had the reputation of Ix-ing a particularly 
unfortunate mutt on a race track, whether it is be- 
cause of the multiplicity of tips handed him or of 
liis genius for Ix-tting on the wrong horse. Sonic 
men have this faculty, and whenever Tint put bis 
money mi a horse ami something won that he hail a 
tin on or that he fancied himself, those in his 
vicinity knew all alsiut it. 

“I liad a splendid opportunity on one ‘occasion 
to compare the temperaments of two of the most 
prominent men on tlie turf. James R. Keene and 
Richard Croker. It was in the early days of the 
Tammany ehieltfliu's turf career, when he liad gone 
into the game under the watchful eye of Mike 
Dwyr. 

"At that time Mr. Keene was almost as constant 
iu bis friendship .mil eomiianioiiship with Pliilin 
J. Dwyer us Mr. Croker was with llie younger of 
the famous turfmen, ami at Gravesend especially 
they w< re much seen alsiut the stewards’ and 
judges’ enclosures. You all remember that Mr. 



Keene had two pretty smart horses iu Domino and 
Hornpitie, while Mr. Croker hail a sturdy champion 
in Dobbins. Dobbins ami Doiniuo ran a sensational 
• lead heat at Sheepshead Bay iu a match for $10,000 
a side when they were two-year-olds aud the war- 
fare was resumed a year later. 

“Domino was not as good at three as he had been 
at two. and Hornpipe was imdonbtedly a much bet- 
tor colt than the previous year, so that he was 
chosen on a number of occasions to oppose Dobbins 
in some of the most valuable of the spring stakes 
for three-year-olds. I think it was the Carlton 
Stakes, at a mile, in which they met. when tlie 
scene I have in my mind was enacted. 

“Mr. Croker. smoking liis usnal big blaek cigar, 
which he had just lit. sauntered into the stand, 
nodded to Colonel Simmons. at that time the presiding 
judge, and stobd some distance to the left ami near 
tlie font of the stairs leading to the stewards’ stand, 
in which >f. F. Dwyer was talking to liis brother 
Philip ami Richard Hyde. Tlie imrses paraded to 
the post, aud as fnav turned at tlie stand and lined 
up preparatory to tn«- start Mr. Keene entered the 
gate and stood at the right some twenty-five or 
thirty feet from Mr. Croker. 

“When starter Rowe dropped the flag Dobbins and 
Hornpqx' jumped away together and. roumliDg the 
turn, there was nothing to choose between them. 
Their feet fairly spurned the ground, and the dust 
rose in little clonds at each touch of their flying 
hoofs. Tlie others in the field were quickly *out- 
slripjied. 

“The owners of the splendid colls bad their glasses 
leveled on Ibeui as they dashed along up tlie 
hacksl retell, and around the Him the sii|H-rh three- 
year-olils nodded head and head with no apparent 
advantage, their jockeys sitting motionless and the 
colts running on tlieir courage.
